HE sale of the great Nassak diamond by the Duke of 
Westminster to the firm of Mauboussin in Paris and 
its subsequent transportation to the New York branch 
on Park Avenue brought to public attention the name of a 
great jeweller too little known to the average American, 
even to the travelled one. This diamond is one of the two 
known Golconda gems of historic importance that have 
reached modern times without being immolated in crown 
jewel or museum collections of Europe, the other being the 
lost Orloff of the Russian crown jewels, which some Bol- 
shevik looter has probably broken up and destroyed. 
Familiar as he is in the trade of jewellers the world over, 
Mauboussin, jeweller to the nobility and the royalty and 
the wealth of Europe and Asia for the past hundred years, 
escapes the attention of the tourist and even of the pro- 
tracted sojourner in Paris by the reticence with which he 
surrounds himself. He was the first to whom the agents of 
the Duke offered the famous stone, and, incidentally, the 
sale was consummated about thirty minutes thereafter. But, 
he clothes himself in none of the magnificence associated

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is no moment so picturesque, so completely dramatic as

An aristocratic old aunt, whose costume no 
one would ever venture to dictate, will walk conspicuously 
ahead of a young cousin whose taste is exquisite and 
whose silhouette belongs in the advance-guard of fashion.

There is, in France, a difference between the gown of the 
bride who is married in the country and the one who js 
married in town. Marriage is the only ceremony left where 
one can still “dress up,” and, in the country, the cult for 
simplicity has not yet become the rule, although in town 
certain families lay great emphasis upon it. 


THE CYCLE OF THE BRIDAL GOWN 


Wherever the wedding takes place, it is usually taken for 
granted that the bridal gown should be in white, with that 
beautiful, silvery sheen that is loveliest in satin, but the type 
of frock and the details of the bridal costume vary according 
to the individual bride. Immediately after the Armistice, a 
regiment of brides wore short frocks and went to the altar 
attired as if for an afternoon dance; a scrap of veil (just 
that, and no more) indicated the occasion of the costume. 
A little afterwards, more elaborate gowns appeared, but they 
were still short, somewhat influenced by the American mode, 
and suggesting a much more informal effect than had been 
customary with the young brides of France. To-day, the 
smart French world has returned for a period, at least, to 
the traditional bridal gown, very sumptuous, very beautiful, 
the kind to which our mothers were accustomed. The satin 
of the present time, soft and pliable, is the preferred material. 
A few French brides, although they are the exception, have 
returned to brocade, to lamé woven with silver, but trans- 
parent velvet is the only fabric that actually rivals satin. The 
very low neck and the flowing sleeves have been abandoned, 
and how much more lovely are the gowns that keep to simple 
lines and the veils that envelop the figure as do the veils 
of the Virgin! No fantasy, however beautifully conceived, is 
more charming than this type of costume, and no sight is 
more moving than that of a young girl standing in the solemn 
frame of the church, wrapped in soft, shining material and 
veiled in tulle. 

In certain families, however, tulle is replaced by the lace 
veil with its magic scrolls that crowned generations of 
mothers and grandmothers. More delicate than the wing of 
a butterfly, as precious as a jewel, this veil is preserved with 
loving care and is worn with respect. Such a veil it was that 
Mademoiselle de la Bégassiére draped about her charming 
head. Mademoiselle de Bourbon-Busset appeared in the his- 
toric church of the Chateau de Ligniéres, her forehead filleted

N a fashion era when no costume can be smarter 

than the least of its parts, stockings assume a 
greater significance than ever before. They have a 
mode of their own, with important and subtle dis- 
tinctions. Last year’s stockings can be as démodé as 
last year’s hat, and entirely different stocking ward- 
robes may be required for the different places to 
which the great world travels. 

Of course, colour is one of the most important fac- 
tors in the stocking mode, and one general coiour rule 
is that daytime stockings for the winter months 
are always darker in tone than those that are worn 
for spring and summer. Some years ago, this dark- 
ness consisted in intensifying the deeper of the flesh 
tones of summer into rosy-orange and red-brown 
shades. Such vivid colours would be completely out- 
side the fashion picture to-day, and, now, the dark- 
ness is a neutralizing process. The smartest shades 
in general are the range of neutral grey-beiges, grey- 
browns, and dead-leaf beiges. This note of grey is 
evident in many of the most important stocking 
colours, just as it has been in many of the important 
costume colours of winter. But, while its influence is 
felt in the shading of other tones, grey by itself has 
not figured at all as a smart stocking shade. 

The majority of chic women in New York to-day 
wear neutral grey-beige stockings with just a sug- 
gestion of a mauve cast. This is not as dark a shade 
as the dust of last year, which is still worn to some 
extent. It has more beige in its mixture, and it

It is a dream come true, the 
dream of Clough Williams-Ellis, the arch- 
itect. For Mr. Williams-Ellis is a vigorous 
Celt of such deep enthusiasm and ability 
that he is able to put into practical form 
ideas that at first appear extravagantly 
romantic. He found the villas and pink bun- 
galows with which England was being popu- 
lated contrary to his ideals of beauty, and 
he sought an island where he could be free 
to work out his dream. No island was suitable, 
but he discovered a peninsula on the Cam- 
brian coast in the Dwyryd estuary—an ideal 
site for the township that he wished to build.

BUILDING THE VILLAGE 


That was three years ago, and the only 
buildings on the peninsula then were a nine- 
teenth-century house with stables and garden- 
ers’ cottages. To draw people to his village, 
the architect made the old house over into a 
hotel, distinctive in character and answering 
both aesthetic and practical requirements. 
The furniture was chosen with joyful care; 
one piece might be bought in Worcester, 
another in Shrewsbury, as he travelled be- 
tween London and North Wales. The cottages 
were transformed into hotel annexes, and 
new ones were built to meet the needs of 
the hotel or of separate households. 

Port Meirion can be, and, indeed, often is, 
compared with Portofino and Rapallo. It has 
much in common with the scenery and cli- 
mate of those towns, and since the cottages of 
Port Meirion are built to suit the place, their

appearance has a likeness to the Italian hill 
towns built to harmonize with their surround- 
ings. Thus, though Port Meirion is not in the 
“Italian style,” it suggests romantically, 
hauntingly, and somewhat elusively, the at- 
mosphere of Italy. 

The village is located on a bay of the penin- 
sula. At the extreme eastern end is a high 
point known as the Battery. From there, look- 
ing out over the village and beyond, one can 
best study the Dwyryd. Few estuaries are so 
blessed with beauty and romance as this—the 
estuary that once was guarded by two 
strongholds, Criccieth and Harlech castles, 
an estuary sparkling at the feet of a ring 
of high, peaked mountains, sometimes re- 
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flecting their clear blue and 
golden lines and sometimes 
blending with them and the 
cloud-driven sky. 

The Dwyryd lies between 
the mountains of Harlech, 
on one side, and the Snowdon range, on the 
other. These Welsh mountains give, as Mr. 
St. Loe Strachey of The Spectator once 
said, “the scenery of high romance in 
miniature,” and, between them, the Dwyryd 
flows down to the open Atlantic. Where it 
widens at the mouth, the river has at high 
tide the appearance of an immense lake. 
At low tide, the sand stretches out in fascinat- 
ing undulations that change with every ebb 
and flow. Looking down on the village, one 
can see the hotel backed by woods clinging to 
the steep slopes and having in front a classi- 
cal balustrade that divides the lawn from the 
rocky beach of the river. As one comes down 
to the valley between the Battery and the 
hotel, one sees the brightly coloured houses 
picturesquely grouped before a wooded back- 
ground and reflected in a pond that leads 
to sparkling cascades and fountains. The 
water and brilliant-toned walls are dazzling in 
the sun. 


THE ROMANCE OF CAMBRIA 


There is certainly romance at Port Meirion. 
One feels it while wandering in the weird pas- 
sages and cellars beneath the hotel, which are 
rumoured to be the gruesome underworld of 
a forgotten ancient castle. One feels it as 
the dinghy of the Twinkler is rowed slowly

HEN the present-day young woman enters into wedded 

life, she can’t fail to recognize that an entirely new 

and double freedom awaits her—the freedom of what the 
elegant middle classes always call ‘‘a young matron” and the 
freedom of the bachelor maid. These freedoms, combined, give a 
gocd deal of latitude. Miss Jascinta Fairplay has all the liberty 
of Miss Jascinta Fairplay, plus that of Mrs. John Lingard, 
whom (for the time being) she has become. It may be thought 
and said by careless-minded persons that Mr. John Lingard has 
the same. But such is not the case. It appears so, perhaps, yet it 
is not really so. In this country, at least, his role is generally 
too arduous to admit of the gay goings-on of his rakish days. 
Business, persisted in as the only business of life, soon takes the 
spirit out of his bold buccaneering ways—the very ways that 
captivated his Jascinta—, and he becomes much more the mar- 
ried man than his wife becomes the married woman. 


HE has got him for practically as long as she cares to keep 

him (since, in general, it is she who tires first of the ménage), 
and he hasn’t got her, because he is much too—something be- 
ginning with a “d,” decent, shall we call it?—to refuse to open 
the door for her if she wants to go. Personally, we think the 
attitude of the husband noble, but rather neuter in this respect. 
We even think some wives would like to be retained against their 
wills. But, alas, the kind of man who would know enough about 
feminine nature to know when this was the best thing to do is 
either a Don Juan at large or a Grand Turk at home keeping a 
harem in order wherever harems are still fashionably kept in 
order. The smartest husband, tamed to domesticity, opens the 
door if requested to do so; the smartest wife, tamed to nothing but 
her own will, departs through it, light-footed and light-hearted, 
giving him a friendly hand-shake as she bids him farewell. 
There’s no shooting of men, no cutting off of female noses in 
social circles; there is just a severing of alliances that have 
turned out too entangling, and ladies go on to lead their own 
lives anew. Gentlemen sometimes do the like and sometimes

settle down ‘‘as is.” 


UT outside the social circles, women do not deal so gently 

with their patient partners, or their impatient ones, either. 
It’s all up with those unfortunates before they know it, and, by 
cord or steel or bullet, they are as likely as not to be hastened 
from a sphere in which, as husbands, they have failed to make a 
favourable impression. No kindly hand-clasp is given. Not even 
a luxurious last meal. ‘Oysters and oblivion” (as a banquet was 
once described by a bibulous friend) are apparently considered 
too good for them. They are due for execution, and executed 
they are without benefit of clergy. 


ERHAPS, it is because he sees how the average failing-to- 

please husband fares that the husband of social eminence 
gives way so quickly and quietly to any desire for divorce ex- 
pressed by his wife. If he balked her, would he survive? Is the 
risk worth taking? Better touch hands and part with laughter, 
remaking existence as one can. And here is where we can’t help 
hoping that companionate marriages may give man a better 
chance to assert himself, if he cares to do so. Masculine creatures 
are more law respecting than feminine creatures. Not that men 
do not break laws—they do. But they rather regret it, even while 
breaking them—that is, if they have been well brought up, while 
women, no matter how well brought up, have, at the most, a sort 
of smiling tolerance for all these rules and regulations that 
seem so important to Adam’s kind. But give men the comfortable 
feeling that they can be perfectly respectable and yet free to 
begin again, unreproached by their own consciences or those of 
other men, that they can be domestic without forever tying up to 
the same domesticity, and they may get back some of their 
prestige and power. 


NGELINA can not feel that Edwin is wholly hers to be 
clung to or forsaken, as she clung to or forsook her child- 
hood’s dolls, for Edwin may choose to forsake Her when the time 
comes round. Possibly a little more trouble will then be taken to 
keep the man’s interest and admiration alive, otherwise one might 
lose him before one were ready. Oh, yes, there’s something to be 
said for a condition that is a condition only while both parties 
to it are doing their best! Will not the two be better audiences 
to each other, pleasanter comrades, more painstaking adorners 
of the person, civiller mannered housemates? Won’t Edwin re- 
tain a little swagger and Angelina a little suavity? 


X 7 HO knows! Perhaps we shall see and perhaps we shan’t. 
Men were once, apparently, cocks of the walk. Women, in 
this above all other countries, are, apparently, so at present. In 
the near future, both may be, if this sort of partnership is given 
a trial, with honours to the one who makes “the-not-to-be-avoided 
change” first. And yet, here, in an issue partly devoted to special 
features for brides, we should like to urge brides not to want too 
special featuring; not to step into marriage without giving as 
much thought to their responsibilities as to their rights. Only 
the other day, a good-looking, clever, very much run-after young 
man, whose record as a devastator was of the highest, openly 
lamented to us that girls didn’t approach the estate seriously. 
“They don’t give you any idea that they consider it as a per- 
manency,” he said. And, once upon a time, ladies might so have 
complained of Lothario! Ah, well, here’s to more companionship 
in less marriage, if that’s a remedy. 
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Lynn Fontanne, who progresses triumphantly from one to 

another of the successes of the Theatre Guild repertoire, 

now appears in Eugene O’Neill’s newest and most un- 
usual play, “Strange Interlude” 
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HE middle of the season has always 

produced a plethora of plays, and the 
middle of this season is no exception. And, 
yet, in another respect, it is exceptional— 
the number of productions has been higher 
than ever, the quality lower. Of the dozen 
and a half exhibited in the last fortnight, 
only three call for enthusiasm. And the en- 
thusiasm they engender may be explained, 
partially, at least, by contrast; compared 
with their fellows, they are magnificent. 


“PARIS BOUND” 


ITH “Paris Bound,” Philip Barry 
shows. himself for the first time a 
dramatist. His previous efforts have been 
wholly unstageworthy—good ideas and noth- 
ing else. The other plays have had wit, fresh- 
ness, individuality, but, in the glare of the 
footlights, they have collapsed miserably, as 
so many good ideas do. Heretofore—except 
in “You and I,” which was the kind of pale 
Pinero that could be and has been written 
by hundreds—, he has shown himself an 
arrant amateur, relying solely on an idea 
and dialogue. ‘Paris Bound” is professional. 
It is the smartest, the crispest comedy in 
town. That in itself is not much of a com- 
pliment, because there happen not to be 
any other smart, crisp comedies, but, if there 
were, this would stand out. It is well con- 
structed, rapid, sharp. The dialogue is swift 
and bright, although it does lean rather 
heavily on the sort of “wisecracks” that 
delight columnists—quips about keeping 
cool with Coolidge and such. Also included 
is a character whose sole function is to be 
drunk in the regulation comic-stage way. 
Barry has made concessions to success; the 
poetic quality, so fine in “In a Garden,” is 
subdued in all but two brief passages of 
“Paris Bound”; it does not run through the 
fabric. And the thesis of this latest work is 
the true, but scarcely startling one that 
Love Conquers All. He has, however, re- 
garded it from an ultramodern angle; he in- 
sists that, although sex may be the self- 
starter of marriage, it doesn’t make it go. 
Arthur Hopkins has cast and directed the 
comedy with the penetration, the taste, and 
the skill that mark all of his productions 
and have made him the most important 
person in our theatre. The settings of Rob- 
ert Edmond Jones are beautiful. Like the 
room that he designed for “The House 0! 
Women,” the music-room of the Huttons

is austerely graceful and somehow manages 
to include the auditorium within its walls; it 
makes you a participant in the distress and 
the drolleries of the characters.

That seriousness of approach affects the 
dialogue and makes it stilted, rhetorical in 
many passages. “I’ve seen the man at whose 
bidding I might rise to the fulfilment of any 
worth within me.” “There are more things 
in the woman heart than are dreamed of in 
materia medica.” “I am the victim of the 
idealism with which I invested you.” “You 
are the first man to appeal to the maternal 
in me.” Speeches like these abound. And she 
who is a cynical worldling, selfish and im- 
patient, speaks them. She also falls in love 
at first sight and perishes of a broken heart, 
chattering endlessly of ideology. 

Judith Anderson plays the languishing lady 
in the manner of the languishing ladies of 
half a century ago. She is thoroughly theatric, 
constantly posturing. She singsongs her lines 
monotonously, concluding each speech on a 
high note. Mary Servoss and Jean Dixon are 
natural and telling. But all of the other mem- 
bers of a commonplace cast follow the star 
in attempting to show sorrow by intoning.

THE WORK OF 
THE YOUNGER 
GENERATION 


BY 
HELEN 
APPLETON READ 


" OU are a lost generation” is Ger- 
trude Stein’s indictment of the gen- 
eration that reached maturity during the 
War. And one might well believe this state- 
ment to be true, as far as any achieve- 
ment in art is concerned, if the recent re- 
publication of Samuel Isham’s monumental 
History of American Painting is to be 
taken as authoritative. Five supplementary 
chapters, bringing the story of American 
art up-to-date, have been added, and, in 
these chapters, no mention is made of any 
artist under forty. Not even a guess is 
hazarded as to the potentialities of a single 
member of the younger generation. The 
waiting-room to the Hall of Fame, accord- 
ing to this history, is completely empty. 
But, historians and the conservatively 
minded to the contrary, never before in 
the history of art has this waiting-room 
been so crowded with applicants for the 
pedestals reserved for the immortals. 


THE SEARCH FOR GENIUS 


In these days, no talent remains long 
hidden under a bushel. Dealers vie with 
one another in ferreting out undiscovered 
genius, and the “No Jury” salons yield 
annual crops of potential geniuses—ac- 
cording to the dealers in modern art, who 
pick them out. No dealer is going to let 
slip by the opportunity of discovering the 
Monets and Cézannes, the Matisses and 
Van Goghs of to-morrow. Durand-Ruel’s 
and Vollard’s championship of the men re- 
garded by the foremost critics of their day 
as charlatans and imposters is always in 
the background of their consciousness. If, 
therefore, because of being concentrated in 
dealers’ galleries, the task of searching out 
young talent is immeasurably simplified, 
nevertheless, making a good guess is as 
much of an adventure as ever before. For 
the niches in the Hall of Fame allow only 
a few occupants from every generation. 

There are few deeper satisfactions than 
that of watching a work of art, selected 
because it possessed some deep appeal for 
the purchaser, rise in value as the picture- 
buying public also becomes aware of this 
quality. But the amateur collector is more 
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likely to make sure appraisements of aes- 
thetic value, if, in making a selection, he 
jleaves out the possibility of increased 
values. It is far better that he buy a pic- 
ture because it warms the cockles of his 
heart or because it has a deep emotional 
appeal than because he thinks that he can 
double his money in ten years. Personal 
predilections in the matter of art lay the 
foundation for personal collections. And, 
unless one is forming a collection made 
up of celebrated names and can afford to 
pay the prices that these names command, 
a personal collection is the only sort of a 
collection worth while. 

To buy the works of artists whose rep- 
utations are still to be made is to be a 
patron of the arts in the true significance 
of the term. Such young artists, while they 
may be acclaimed by critics and astute art 
lovers, still have a hard time impressing 
the picture-buying public to the point of 
buying their pictures. The public, as a 
whole, is timid and prefers to buy names. 
“Be yourself” is the strongest admonition 
one can give to the amateur collector. 

The following paragraphs, designed to 
give advice to amateur collectors, present 
five young artists whose work has the 
necessary requirements of personality, 
imagination, and technical facility to make 
them “good buys.” These artists are Peggy 
Bacon, etcher, Nura, painter and designer,

Places where a representative showing 
of the works of the younger generation is 
always to be found are the Whitney 
Studio Club and the Opportunity Gallery 
at the Art Centre, whose raison d’étre is to 
help young talent put itself before the pub- 
lic; the Dudensing Galleries, which hold 
a competition every year for the purpose 


of discovering new talent and giving it one- 


man shows; the Weyhe Galleries, which 
give exhibitions to talented unknowns; and 
the annual “No Jury” exhibition of the 
Society of Independent Artists, which 
gathers to it unknown talent from all parts 
of the country. 

Peggy Bacon, whose etching, “Belinda,” 
is reproduced at the top of this page, is 
one of the most gifted of the younger 
exponents of biack and white. She is 
primarily a satirist and caustic com- 
mentator upon the foibles and absurdities 
of the human species. A keen, appraising 
eye, a perverse delight in making fun

HE military has not yet lost its 

grip on literature. The current 

book lists bristle with heroes, 
many of whom do not do much credit 
to the book-lists, but the reverse also 
is true. For this reader, at least, the 
best of this kind is the account of that 
almost legendary shadow over the world 
of seven hundred years ago—“GENGHIS 
KHAN, THE EMPEROR OF ALL MEN,” by 
Harold Lamb (Robert M. McBride 
and Company). The author has not in 
any way dimmed or moralized his mar- 
vellous subject. Genghis Khan was the 
most efficient man who ever lived. 
Nothing could be more thorough than 
his method of crushing opposition by 
wiping out every form of life in an 
enemy country; no form of communi- 
cation of the time was faster than his 
yam, or network of post-roads, where 
his couriers had the right to dismount 
any one, without regard to rank, in 
order to speed the errands of the khan. 
He was a matchless executive and a 
brilliant and inhuman general. He de- 
stroyed whole civilizations, it is true, 
but, perhaps, he did the- world a great 
service, for he cosmopolitanized pre- 
viously provincial and inbred civiliza- 
tions, so that the cultures of opposite 
ends of his kingdom were able to bene- 
fit from one another. After the Mongol 
terror came the Mongol peace, and 
culture and a superior law and order 
were possible. But the moral evaluation 
of Genghis Khan is not so important 
as his story, which is incredibly dra- 
matic and appalling. This is one of the 
most thrilling books of the year. 


“ HE DAYS OF THE KING,” by Bruno 

Frank (Alfred A. Knopf), is 
equally exciting, without recourse to 
the epic melodramatics of “GENGHIS 
KHAN.” In the form of fiction, it pre- 
sents three stories based on the aged 
figure of Frederick the Great. This is 
the first of Herr Frank’s books to be 
brought out of Germany, where he has 
received high honour. Thomas Mann 
calls him a genius for clarity and these 
three stories are marvels of crystal 
simplicity, of controlled power and 
revelation. The subsidiary figures, of 
the young Lafayette, of the infirm 
Scotch Marshal who was Frederick’s 
closest friend, the obscure pharmacist, 
and the King’s Italian greyhounds, are 
simply, almost imperceptibly, with a 
magical economy, made living and 
dramatic. Finally, the book projects a 
persuasively drawn picture of a mag- 
nificent, irascible, human, and solitary 
personage. 


SOOTHING SYRUP 


T is no new theory that the artist 

must be thought of as a kind of 
social worker, whose function in the 
cosmic scheme is to strengthen, revive, 
emancipate, soothe, disturb, release, 
warm, stimulate, reassure, beautify, 
serenify, cheer, and purge the souls of 
the people who, in their turn, make his 
shoes and bake his bread. The proof, 
if you wish to call it that, of this con- 
ception is.now at hand in the form of 
a book that is neatly divided into sec- 
tions specifically designed to perform 
the above-listed functions. No resource 
is spared—poetry, painting, sculpture, 
music, everything but osteopathy is 
called upon. The selections are thought- 
fully and tenderly and appropriately 
made. It is all very nice—indispensable 
in hospitals, coal mines, trenches, 
cemeteries, stoke-holds, and dentists’ 
offices. For all practical purposes, we 
may consider this the last word in this 
particular kind of horror.

MOTHER” (Macmillan Company) in 
1923. This would seem a fitting occa- 
sion to read a book that has been in- 
sufficiently noticed in America. The 
setting is the town of Aar, quite 
removed from the pressures of twen- 
tieth century civilization, in Sardinia, 
where a profound religious sense co- 
habits in the souls of the peasants with 
tenaciously held superstitions inherited 
from the Dark Ages. The story is the 
simple triangle of a peasant mother, 
her priest son, and a lonely, aristocratic 
woman. The mother’s life ambition has 
been to see her son a member of the 
priesthood, and when she realizes that 
a mortal passion threatens to make him 
break his priestly vows, she is torn 
between ambition for her son and the 
half-realized desire to let him find 
happiness in his own way. Out of mate- 
rial that Fannie Hurst would have 
made a bottomless pool of glycerine 
tears, Grazia Deledda builds a splendid 
and compelling drama, the action cen- 
tering in a space of two days, the writ- 
ing at a high and sustained point of 
intelligently. evaluated emotion. 


SHORT STORIES 


J. OBERIEN’S “BEST SHORT 

STORIES OF 1927” (Dodd, Mead 
and Company) might better be called, 
for all practical purposes, very good 
short stories of 1927. As a compilation 
of magazine fiction better than the 
average, it is beyond criticism. But as 
an effort at absolute wreath awarding, 
Mr. O’Brien’s general principals of 
taste and specific omissions and inclu- 
sions lay themselves open to question. 
In the opinion of this reader, Joseph 
Hergesheimer’s stories of American 
cities, notably “Charleston” and “New 
Orleans,” published in The Saturday 
Evening Post, were the best short sto- 
ries of the year. But none of these is 
included: instead, we have Mr. Herge- 
sheimer’s “Triall by Armes.” Heming- 
way is represented by “The Killers,” 
which is, in our opinion, much inferior 
in content and integration to several 
others of Hemingway’s 1927 output. 
The leading position—indeed, the in- 
clusion at all—of an Owen Wiister 
story is the final red herring across the 
path of any one in search of a theory 
as to Mr. O’Brien’s critical values. 
“The Hound-Tuner of Callaway” by 
Raymond Weeks, “North Is Black” 
by Oliver La Farge, and “Persephone” 
by Meridel Le Sueur are three stories 
that would earn their places in any 
competition of current fiction, but the 
same can not be said of a half-dozen 
other stories in this anthology, notably 
“Good Morning, Major,” by J. P. 
Marquand. This last is the story of 
an Old Army Man and a Gentleman 
in conflict, and the gentleman is indi- 
cated as the most irritating kind of a 
cad and the old army man as the gen- 
tleman of the story, but the suspicion 
hangs in the air that this was not alto- 
gether the author’s intention. A nau- 
seating intimation of half-hearted 
snobbery, a hang-over from college 
fraternity values subtly and absolutely 
discredits material that might have 
made a fine story. In the complete list 
of American short story writers, where 
Mr. O’Brien estimates every “story of 
distinction” published in America dur- 
ing the year, with three, two, one, or 
no stars, several conspicuous _blind- 
spots in Mr. O’Brien’s judgment are 
betrayed. Of Thomas Beer's stories, 
one gets three stars, one gets two, six 
get one, and two go unstarred. Thomas 
Beer is incapable of writing a story 
that, compared with half the three- 
starred stories in this compilation, 
should not run off the margin of the 


page with stars. Also, James Wa 

Bellah’s great stories. “Fear” a

THE LITERARY GUILD 


HE Literary Guild in its last 

several selections shows a versatile 
and slightly puzzling taste, Following 
upon “THE AMERICAN CARAVAN” (Thy 
Macaulay Company), a somewhat sex- 
and Joyce-clouded miscellany of work 
fished from the bottoms of the desk 
drawers of known American Writers 
and from the tops of the desk drawers 
of unknown American writers, com- 
bining to produce an_ unclassifiable 
impression of the very good and the 
very bad, but certainly not the yery 
popular, in American letters, the Guild 
brings out ‘A SHORT HISTORY oF 
WOMEN,” by John Langdon-Davies 
(Viking Press), and “THE VANGUARD,” 
by Arnold Bennett (Doubleday, Doran), 
“A SHORT HISTORY OF WOMEN” js 
evidently a gamble for popularity, It 
is one of those semi-informative, semi- 
prophetic popular science books that 
read like a lead article in the magazine 
section of a Sunday paper. It begins 
with a chapter explaining the vocab- 
ulary of sex and proceeds thereafter 
to an analysis of the position of woman 
in society through the ages, concluding 
with some hoarse Cassandra _croaks 
for the future. Briefly, it predicts that 
men will degenerate into commercial 
robots and that women will monopolize 
the functions of creating and appre- 
ciating the cultural affairs of life. His 
conclusions are, of course, extreme— 
though in a narrow sense what he 
offers as a horrible prediction already 
exists as a partial fact. They have the 
jingo taint upon them but they are chal- 
lenging and should be an ephemeral 
marvel throughout the land. “THE VAN- 
GUARD,” by Arnold Bennett, presents 
the not altogether fortunate picture of 
Mr. Bennett stooping to conquer by 
writing a funny best-seller. Mr. Ben- 
nett has been, and can be, funny, but 
he is not very funny on this occasion. 
He brings in a yacht and various other 
P. G. Wodehouse devices, but it's n0 
use. Nevertheless, Mr. Bennett is too 
good a craftsman to permit his story 
to go unread.

QUEEN HORTENSE 


“oe MEMOIRS OF QUEEN HOR- 
TENSE,” in two volumes (Cosmo- 
politan), in case you don’t know your 
Almanach de Gotha (not that we did, 
but all is revealed on the book-jacket), 
was written by the stepdaughter of 
Napoleon I., who was also Queen of 
Holland. These pages have been pre- 
served by the family till the present 
time and are offered now, when the 
reputation of Queen Hortense herself 
will fall short of being an issue in the 
next political campaign, for the informa! 
picture they present of Napoleon, as 
the master of his quarrelsome Corsican 
family, who seem to have been a sort 
of Sanger circus. In addition to the 
romantic value of great names and 
great events, these memoirs have a 
great deal of very human material in 
them, as witness the governess who, 
during the Revolution, when every one 
else was concealing a title, took the 
opportunity to lay claim to one, de- 
claring at all times and in the most 
compromising situations, “A thing like 
that would never have been allowed 
under the old régime.” Queen Hor- 
tense, not unlike other people, had 
some ingenious theories about the 
reasons for her own actions. As a self- 
psychoanalyst, she is not our choice, 
but as a charming personality and con- 
versationalist, she has been responsible 
for a profitable and delightful book. 


POSTSCRIPT 


HE estimations in the literary 

reviews of Elizabeth Madox Rob- 
erts’ “MY HEART AND MY FLESH” (Vik- 
ing Press) have seemed to this enthusi- 
ast a little insufficient. The book has al- 
ready been reviewed in these columns 
—probably insufficiently, too, but it is 
difficult to let it rest there. No attempt 
will be made here to repair the omis- 
sions of the serious critics, but it 
should be at least allowable to suggest 
to the remaining prospective readers 
what they may reasonably look for in 
Miss Roberts’ work. In the first place, 
she is patently writing out of her 
time, whether behind or ahead of it, 
and that is always difficult. There is a 
certainty that her invented cadences 
will not find a response ready for them 
in the ears of her contemporary audi- 
ence, and there is a possibility that the 
author herself will betray in an occa- 
sionally self-conscious phrase the fact 
that the idiom may not be altogether 
natural to her speech and thought, as, 
indeed, it probably is not. An artificial 
—partly in the old sense of “made in 
art” and partly in the new—technique

Her experiment js 
much more important than it is gen- 
erally recognized as being. It is much 
more important, for example, than 
Ernest Hemingway’s. Whether it suc- 
ceeds or fails, that success or failure 
will be an enormously suggestive one, 
Hers is in part a reconciliation between 
the classical, formal vocabulary, re- 
turning to the beginnings of the great 
English tradition, and the new sub- 
jectivity. On the other hand, her work 
shares the quality of nearly all writing 
by women—an awareness, not neces- 
sarily hysteric or mistakenly sensitive, 
but simply exaggerated. There is too 
much fuss about everything. Her pity 
is directed by understanding, and her 
understanding informed with pity, but 
somewhere between sentiment slips in 
It is by no means conspicuous—one is 
won over by her utter lack of squeamish 
prurience and her resourcefulness with 
words that rises to encompass any new 
and difficult meaning. She may be 
great, she may not be; her excellences 
are too conspicuous, her defects too 
subtle to permit one to be sure. But 
perhaps these seesawings are those of 
a larger and still unresolved debate: 
whether there is any place at all for 
prose-poetry in the novel (see Anatole 
France and André Gide). There is one 
more clue that may lead us somewhere. 
Understatement may warrantably be 
considered the essential note, the chief 
device, of Miss Roberts’ work. Now, 
understatement is a very good device, 
but it is primarily the device of the 
cautious and the second-rate. The 
Dantes, Racines, and Dostoievsky can 
afford to be melodramatic, not only in 
subject-matter, but in tone; they mse 
to their fullest stature where the seconé- 
rate shrink in understatement and the 
third-rate, like apoplectic ham actors 
overstate. Miss Roberts is not third- 
rate; we have boldly intimated that she 
may be, or be going to be, first-rate; 
but just now she is probably second-rate.

The Irish 
Players company, in “Juno and the 
Paycock,” offers one of the major 
events of the season. 


“SHOW BOAT” 


HE much-heralded musical com- 

edy made from Edna Ferber’s 
Show Boat has arrived at the Zieg- 
feld, and, mirabile dictu, it lives up to 
expectations. Rarely has a musical 
production been so satisfying. At pres- 
ent, it drags in several places, because 
of the anxiety of the producers to re- 
tain as much of the novel as possible. 
When three of the seventeen episodes 
have been eliminated, as they undoubt- 
edly will be, it will have no barren 
spots. The three are little dramatic 
scenes, sentimental and dull, which 
serve the single purpose of delaying 
the movement. 

The tale of the daughter of a man 
who runs a show boat along the Mis- 
sissippi, of the marriage of this daugh- 
ter to an aristocrat. of the old South, 
and of the adventures and tribulations 
of the husband and wife, together and 
apart, from the eighties to the present 
day—such a tale has the variety, the 
rich colour that musical comedies are 
always seeking and so rarely find. The 
music ranges from the soft, nostalgic 
levee songs through the romantic waltz 
and the meltingly sentimental ballads 
of the ‘nineties and the nineteen hun- 
dred’s to the current cacophonies of 
jazz. Jerome Kern’s score makes full 
use of the possibilities inherent in the 
material. Such numbers as “Old Man 
River,” “Why Do I Love You?” and 
“Can’t Help Lovin’ That Man” would 
alone ensure the success of any musical 
piece. 

But “Show Boat” has more, much 
more. It has comedy, picturesqueness, 
at least six accomplished actors with 
voices, and a chorus that can sing and 
dance and wear the costumes of the 
various periods without awkwardness. 
And it is all produced with the usual 
Ziegfeld munificence—this time not 
overdone—and_ directed by master 
showmen. The costumes designed by 
John Harkrider are always in the pic- 
ture and colourful; Joseph Urban’s 
scenes are both charming and appro- 
priate. 

That accomplished clown, Edna May 
Oliver, has plenty of room for the dis- 
play of her talents. Charles Winninger 
once again proves, by his interpretation 
of Cap’n Andy, that he belongs in the 
first rank of contemporary comedians.

the earth about the deadly instrument, 
the other polishes the blade. Then, the 
lady of the dream saunters in and 
maunders and moons and sobs and elo- 
cutes, and, after a long while, the cur- 
tain descends. The half-nodding audi- 
ence is unable to decide whether or not 
the play is ended. The house lights 
come on. 

There would be some excuse for the 
two final episodes, uninteresting as 
they are, if they were necessary to the 
tale. But they are not. When Danton 
is carried out of the court-room with 
the sentence of death over him, the 
tragedy is complete, and so the two 
additional scenes merely kill the en- 
thusiasm that the preceding one evoked. 
It is the job of a director not to let 
that happen. 

Except for the large group scenes, 
the tempo is maddeningly slow, crude, 
often insolently deliberate. Reinhardt, 
it would seem from the three pieces 
he has produced at the Century, is 
adept only with great crowds. 

Paul Hartmann as Danton is manly, 
vibrant, varied, altogether impressive. 
Dagny Servaes does a bit beautifully. 
And Arnold Korff’s St. Just is subtle, 
telling. 


“THE ROYAL FAMILY” 


DNA FERBER, George S. Kauf- 

man, Jed Harris—that is the trio 
responsible for “The Royal Family,” 
a farce that the program labels a com- 
edy. It is an attempt to exhibit the 
home life of the First Family of the 
Theatre, the Cavendishes, mother, 
daughter, granddaughter, and, in swad- 
dling clothes at a quarter of eleven, 
great-granddaughter. Certainly, this is 
a theme that should interest show folk 
and laymen who believe that the 
glamour of the footlights holds behind 
the closed doors of a duplex apart- 
ment. James Forbes’s “Show Shop,” 
many years ago, had the same appeal 
to show folk and to credulous laymen, 
but there were not enough of them to 
save the play. I have an idea that there 
are not enough of them now. 

The authors have evidently been 
afraid of that, for they have made their 
fable dizzy with the most violent slap- 
bang farce, and the director has given 
it the kind of speed that is just a shade 
this side of hysteria. He appears to 
have believed that only excess could 
carry it, but excess in the theatre, as 
everywhere else, defeats itself. 

The first act is gay, the second 
merry madness, the third wilts. All 
three together provide but one picture. 
And that is where the play falls down. 
For it is written brightly enough; the 
dialogue bristles with “wisecracks” 
and amusing turns of phrase, some- 
times it goes beyond that. “Marriage 
isn’t a career, it’s an incident,” Haidee 
Wright avers in that positive way of 
hers, and one doesn’t have to make a 
note—it lodges firmly in the memory. 
But such things are very rare, and the 
things substituted are just substitutes. 
Much of the dialogue has, as in “Paris 
Bound,” the influence of the columnist 
heavy upon it. That may be a virtue, 
but it is not sufficient to hold up a 
play, and “The Royal Family” leans 
heavily upon it, having practically no 
body of its own. 

Haidee Wright’s method seems all 
wrong for Fanny Cavendish; Ann An- 
drews plays Julie very badly indeed, 
imitating Ethel Barrymore sophomori- 
cally.

soften the line at the throat. It makes 
an extremely trim stock that is becom- 
ing and, when tied properly, never gets 
out of place. 

Gloves are of many kinds, and their 
choice depends chiefly upon one’s indi- 
vidual preference. Yellow or white cham- 
ois gloves are the smartest, I think, 
but, on the other hand, brown pigskin 
ones with string between the fingers 
are most practical. And, of course, 
all riders to hounds carry an extra 
pair of knitted woollen or string gloves 
under the flap of the saddle for wear 
in case of rain or cold. 

Hunting-boots are always black and 
cut like a man’s, with thick soles and 
as much length of line from heel to 
ankle as possible. 

Dark blue or black are undoubtedly 
the smartest colours for the habit. The 
skirt should be made of a _ special 
beavy-weight whipcord, cut so as to 
give a long narrow line from the 
horse’s back to the bottom of the skirt, 
which should cut the left boot in a 
straight line about twelve inches from 
the heel. The smartest coat has no 
front seams and must fit perfectly, 
hanging straight from the shoulders— 
no easy line to obtain. This coat is 
cut low in front and has two back slits 
at each side, if a woman is slim, instead 
of a centre slit, since these are the lines 
that give her the greatest slenderness 
when she is mounted. It is unnecessary 
to say that no woman wears the collar 
of any hunt unless it has been specially 
presented to her by the Master. 

Breeches, even for side-saddle habits, 
are best cut by a man’s tailor, for the 
making of breeches is an art in itself, 


and no one really understands it ex- 
cept the tailor who specializes in it 
Warmth in the hunting-field is es- 
sential. Feet especially are apt to be 
come icy through cramp and long ex- 
posure. There are special hunting- 
stockings with thick woollen feet and 
silk legs that give the maximum of 
warmth without extra bulk. Better than 
any hunting-shirt are the woollen 
undervests that one can buy in the 
boy’s department of the large stores, 
which fit tightly and button up toa 
high round neck. [f one needs still more 
warmth, one can wear a jersey, cut to 
a Close-fitting round neck, and a waist- 
coat of yellow or white chamois. 
An important part of one’s costume, 
although not generally included in the 
hunting-kit, is a warm coat to wear 
to the meet. Jean Patou, who under- 
stands so well the sports needs of the 
Englishwoman, has designed one for 
me. It is made of beige camel’s-hair, 
doubly lined and collared with beaver. 
A hunting-crop with a bone handle 
to use for latching gates and holding 
them open is also an essential part of 
one’s costume. There is no more mad- 
dening person in the hunting-field than 
the person who dashes through 4 gate 
and lets it click behind him. And, wit 
the best intention in the world, this 
impossible to prevent unless one carries 
a proper hunting-crop. 
Clothes are important in every sphere 
of life, in spite of aphorisms to the com- 
trary, but there is no place where there 
are more pitfalls for the unwary ® 
where a perfectly habited and groomed 
woman gains such instant recognition 
as in the hunting-field.

of the commonplace and ugly, usually 
characterize her etchings. It is only rarely 
that she is tender and whimsical, as in 
the case of the etching reproduced. It 
is, however, one of her most interesting 
pieces of work, in that it shows at her 
best her precise handling of the medium 
and her humour and keenness of char- 
acterization. The direct, simple way in 
which she presents her subjects is at 
first disarming. It is almost as if a 
child were setting down the salient 
points of something that attracted its 
attention. The recognition of this ex- 
treme sophistication and her deep in- 
sight into snobbery and pretence comes, 
however, upon closer acquaintance with 
her work. Although she is regarded by 
collectors and connoisseurs as possess- 
ing unusual talent, her work is still 
moderately priced. “Belinda,” three 
by four inches, may be purchased for 
about ten dollars at the Weyhe 
Galleries. 


COMPOSITIONS IN WATER-COLOUR 


Nura, whose water-colour entitled 
“Sunbasking” is reproduced at the top 
of page 88, is a newcomer to the Amer- 
ican exhibition world. She comes from 
the Middle West, but her artistic career 
has been identified with Paris. Her 
first New York exhibition will be held 
this winter at the Dudensing Galleries. 
The subject-matter of her decorative 
compositions are, for the most part, 
slant-eyed little girls, arranged in curi- 
ous rhythmic patterns. Because of their 
fantasy, femininity, and touch of naive 
sophistication, these pictures have 
made a considerable sensation in the 
Paris art world. On the occasion of 
her recent Paris exhibition, some of 
the foremost collectors of modern 
art were among the purchasers of her 
work. 

The little girls who form her major 
theme are, to a certain extent, portraits 
of herself as a child, as Marie Lauren- 
cin’s pictures are, in reality, self-por- 
traits. The feminine note, when it com- 
bines sophistication and decorative de- 
sign, is having a decided vogue at 
present. So far, Marie Laurencin’s deli- 
cate fantasies of wraith-like women and 
Helene Perdriat’s rhythmical composi- 
tions of languishing beauties have been 
the outstanding examples of paintings 
possessing these attributes. Now comes 
Nura, a purely American product 
whose work combines all of these quali- 
ties, but substitutes for the touch of 
perversity found in the French point 
of view an adorable childlike quality 
that is thoroughly in keeping with the 
subject-matter. “Sunbasking” measures 
ten by sixteen inches. It is painted in 
water-colour and may be purchased at 
the Dudensing Galleries for about one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

To live up to the fabulous reputation 
gained by being a child-wonder is an 
acid test of adult achievement. Pamela 
Bianco, in her mature development, 
proves that an appreciation of her 
work need not be tempered by the fact 
that she was an infant prodigy and, 
at the age of nine, made drawings 
that, because of their rare quality of 
line and imagination, were acquired by 
collectors and critics.

la Paix. The rue de Choiseul in Paris is 
scarcely one in which a person would ex- 
pect to find one of the most important 
jewellers of the world.

“Ecaille,” a Paris shade, is a soft, 
but not light beige that will harmonize 
with every shade of brown. “Castor,” 
another shade in the grey-brown range, 
is the darkest stocking worn by the chic 
Parisienne in the daytime. “Gris deuil” 
is a very dark colour that is generally 
worn in Paris, just as gun-metal is 
worn in New York, in place of black 
for mourning (a substitution that is 
entirely permissible for correct mourn- 
ing, to-day), but this shade is prac- 
tically never worn for any other occa- 
sion. 

Most well-dressed women wear very 
sheer stockings for the street, about 
forty-five gauge, and these may be 
clocked or not. All French stockings for 
daytime are made with the simple, 
openwork clocks, and they are consid- 
ered somewhat smarter, although the 
woman who prefers a plain stocking 
is quite within her chic rights. Very 
sheer lisle stockings in neutral tones 
with openwork clocks are exceptionally 
well suited for wear with tweeds in 
town. An excellent example of this type 
is the very sheer French lisle stocking 
with a clock, from Javotte, shown 
in sketch number 5 on page 68. Silk 
mesh stockings are seen for street wear, 
but they are not seen on the smartest 
women. In very fine mesh, these stock- 
ings are correct for evening, and, made 
of lisle, they have had a success at the 
important American resorts. All very 
fancy heels, of course, are incorrect. 
The classic Oxford that is shown on page 
68 with the group of daytime stockings 
is one of the smartest possible choices 
for spring street wear. This model is 
of brown pin seal, from Henning. 


STOCKINGS BY NIGHT 


Two groups of colours are smart for 
evening stockings in New York, to- 
day. The first of these consists of the 
neutral shades, which, through the 
transparency of the silk, take on almost 
exactly the tone of the skin. Stocking 
number 2 from Kurzman, shown on 
page 68, is of very sheer silk in this 
pale neutral shade, almost the colour of

neutral kasha. The second group of eye- 
ning colours is newer and consists of 
shades of an apricot hue. This apricot 
does not of course, mean a glaring or 
a brilliant shade, but it does mean a 
distinctly warmer colour that is a defi- 
nite departure from the neutral range, 
Stocking number 1 on page 68, from 
Javotte, is in this soft apricot tone and 
shows interesting clocks. The evening 
slipper that is illustrated with these two 
evening stockings is a Henning model 
of lavender metal-shot moire. The 
moire is painted and shaded so that the 
vamp is darker than the back, 

In Paris, this trend toward a warmer 
colour for evening stockings is even 
more emphasized, and “tourterelle- 
beige,’ which is much the colour of a 
sunburned skin, is a shade that many 
women choose to accompany all of 
their frocks except those in very pale 
tones. “Beige-France,” a slightly grey- 
beige, is effective with black and vivid 
dark coloured evening gowns, such as 
those in sapphire-blue, and “Trianon,” 
a rosy-beige, can be worn with almost 
every shade. 

Evening stockings are __ infinitely 
sheer and usually clocked. They range 
from fifty-one to one hundred gauge, 
and the more transparent they are, the 
lovelier they appear. 


STOCKINGS FOR SPORTS 


The neutral beige stocking of cash- 
mere woollen is the classic choice for 
active sports wear during the winter. 
It may be plain, or it may have a clock, 
such as the Peck and Peck stocking, 
number 10 on page 68, of natural cash- 


mere with a dark brown silk clock. In f 


Paris, this type of stocking is almost 
invariably woven with mixed threads 
in two or three soft colours that com- 
bine to form a greyish, greenish, pink- 
ish, or bluish grey or beige, according 
to the colour of the costume. The only 
silk stocking that is permissible for 
active sports wear is a heavily ribbed 
stocking in a sunburned shade, the type 
of the stocking from Franklin Sima 
shown in sketch number 6 on page 6. 
Last summer, mesh stockings of lisle 
were chic for American resort weil, 
and they seem destined to repeat thelr 
success. One of these stockings, from 
Peck and Peck, is shown in sketch 
number 9 on page 68. 
The stockings most worn by ck 
women for active sports during @ 
spring and summer will be of sheer 
lisle in a sunburned colour, but of a 
heavier weight than that which is worn 
in town with tweeds during the winter 
This sunburned shade is an importat!

black pearls ever gathered together in 
modern times; but most of these have 
been purchased by rich collectors. 
Monsieur Pierre, the younger Mau- 
boussin, is like his father in his know!- 
edge and love of splendid jewellery, and 
he has with him, besides, the enthu- 
siasm of youth. He is a fine type’ of the 
modern young French business man. 
Mauboussin creates and manufac- 
tures everything that goes from his 
place. Here is one of the chief sources 
of jewellery style. He claims the orig- 
ination of the vogue for emerald chains 
and for wide bracelets, to cite two re- 
cent instances of importance to fash- 
ion. A splendid corps of designers 
works under the direction of Monsieur 
Pierre Mauboussin. Every Mauboussin 
piece is unique and is never duplicated 
unless some customer demands it. 
Consequently, a great part of the 
Mauboussin business is wholesale. The 
customers sitting at these tables care- 
lessly handling fortunes in precious 
stones and metals are preponderantly 
jewellers themselves. They may have 
come only two blocks from the rue de 
la Paix; they may be from the Calle 
Florida in Buenos Aires or its equally 
fascinating counterpart, the Ouvidor 
in Rio; they are, perhaps, from Fifth 
Avenue, or Pall Mall, or Calcutta, or 
Tokio—for the whole _ professional 
world of jewellery buys here. 
A visit behind the scenes at Mau-

can see the process of creation from the 
original drawing itself, done jn col- 
ours that convey messages to the work- 
men, on through the making of the 
platinum blank—and platinum in man.

It should be noted further that Mav- 
boussin is not only a creating jeweller, 
but he is also a direct buyer of precious 
stones at the sources of supply. Dia- 
monds, of course, he procures in Lon- 
don and Amsterdam; but for other 
stones—including pearls—, he main- 
tains buyers throughout the world, es- 
pecially in India.

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ings, and these, too, should be in a 
sunburned shade. For playing tennis, 
little tennis socks of lisle or wool, all 
in white or with a coloured cuff, are 
usually worn over sunburned lisle 
stockings, rolled down over the tops of 
the tennis shoes. Occasionally, these 
socks are worn over bare sunburned 
legs. One of these socks, from Peck 
and Peck, is illustrated in sketch num- 
ber 8 on page 68. The sports shoe that 
is illustrated on page 68 with the 
group of sports stockings is a variation 
of the familiar Blucher Oxford de- 
signed by Raynes, of London. It is of 
soft, flexible, boarded calfskin and has 
two holes instead of four. This shoe is 
imported by Franklin Simon. 

Figured stockings in general are not 
correct for golf or for other active 
sports. However, when they. are very 
skilfully done, with small, unobtru- 
sive motifs such as the new Hellstern 
weaves that are shown in the stockings 
at the top of page 148 and when they 
are worn by women with slender legs, 
they are permissible. 

At Saint Moritz and the other im- 
portant winter resorts, woollen stock- 
ings are worn all during the day. Silk 
stockings are in extremely bad taste 
and are practically never seen. One 
of the smartest possible stockings is 
that knitted of the softest kasha wool 
in exactly the colour of natural wool. 
In cold climates, of course, the really 
heavy stocking of ribbed wool is cor- 
rect. Dark blue woollen stockings worn 
with a tailored sports costume and 
even black woollen with a black cos- 
tume are effective, but only when they 
are worn with the ski shoes that have 
a gay or light sock that turns over the 
top of the boot to give bright colour 
relief. Now that practically all of the 
chic women at Saint Moritz wear the 
long Norwegian trousers for skiing, 
the gay knee-length stocking with the 
turned-over cuffs is much less worn 
and does not look smart. Evening stock- 


ings at the winter resorts are in the 
same tones as those worn elsewhere, 
but it is important to keep the fact 
in mind that, as the spring approaches, 
all shades take a lighter tum. 


The matter of choosing the correct | 


stockings is by no means an easy one. 
For, aside from the various subtle dis- 
tinctions in shades, there is the dif- 
ference in the shades on and off the leg 
to be considered, as well as the diff- 
culty of choosing a colour underneath 
an artificial light. Most shops provide 
“daylight” electric lights, but, even 
then, it is most satisfactory to carry 
daytime stockings to a place where they 
can be seen in the actual light of day 
before selecting them. If you are trying 
a new shade for the first time, it is al- 
ways best to buy only one pair at a 
time. The two rules for successfully 
testing new stockings are—do they 
harmonize with the various colours 0 
your wardrobe and is their colour 
affected by laundering? This question 
of colour after laundering is very ™- 
portant, for there are few women who 
have not had the tragic experience of 
buying stockings that seemed a perfect 
shade, only to see them acquire a dis- 
tressing pink or deep mauve cast after 
they have been laundered. One womal 
who is especially versed in ways ® 
chic instructs her maid to launder al 
of her stockings in water that is tinge¢ 
with artificial colouring, in order ® 
keep the exact shade of the stocking 
This, of course, must be done wie 
great care, with the colouring mat- 
ter encased in small muslin bags 4 
prevent streaking. When the _satls- 
factory shade has finally been found. 
it is wise to purchase stockings of D 
same colour by the half-dozen pals 
This is an economical method m™ 
end, since the odd stockings 
matched when one of a pair is Wo" 
or torn, and you are sure of havi 
harmonious shade without contin!
